SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  school  board  organized  by  choosing  P.  A.  True  chairman, 
and  J.  M.  Eaton  secretary  and  agent  to  procure  school  supplies. 
The  school  year  commenced  with  the  same  teachers  as  last  year 
except  in  the  Pike  school.  Miss  Uowd  resigned  her  position 
there,  and  the  committee  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services 
of  Miss  Emma  Brown.  Miss  Mary  A.  Morrill  taught  the 
Plains  school  for  two  terms,  when  she  resigned  her  charge,  and 
Miss  E.  C.  Emerson  of  Hampstead,  N.  H.,  was  engaged  to  finish 
the  school  year.  Miss  Morrill  had  brought  her  school  to  a  high 
standard  and  improved  the  school  in  many  respects,  especially 
in  maintaining  good  order  and  encouraging  her  pupils  to  be 
prompt  and  punctual  in  attendance.  Miss  Emerson  is  a  teacher 
of  experience,  and  we  hope  her  services  may  be  retained  the 
coming  year.  The  other  schools  have  been  in  charge  of  the 
same  teachers  for  a  number  of  years,  are  well-known  residents  of 
our  village  and  need  no  explanations  as  to  their  ability. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  spring  term  the  most  advanced 
class  of  the  True  School,  six  in  number,  entered  the  Grammar 
School ;  also  the  highest  class  from  Cushing  School  No.  2,  ten 
in  number ;  and  the  highest  class  from  the  Pike  Primary,  were 
transferred  to  Cushing  School  No.  2.  From  the  Grammar 
School,  three  scholars  were  admitted  to  the  Putnam  Free  School 
at  Newburyport,  in  July,  and  two  have  attended  a  commercial 
college  at  Boston.  Carrie  M.  Gerrish  and  Alvah  A.  Eaton  from 
Salisbury  graduated  at  the  Putnam  Free  School  at  Newburyport 
during  the  past  year ;  and  at  the  present  time  Salisbury  is  fur- 
nishing eleven  scholars  to  the  same  institution. 

SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE. 

Much  has  been  said  on  this  subject  and  more  is  necessary  to 
be  said,  written  and  repeated  until  further  improvement  is  made 
in  this  direction.    The  general  indifference  of  scholars  and  par- 
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ents  has  been  often  dwell  upon,  and  still  the  attendance  shows 
but  little  improvement.  The  town  has  furnished  inviting  and 
pleasant  school  rooms,  teachers  of  experience  are  employed,  free 
text  books  and  school  supplies  are  furnished  all  scholars,  and  still 
the  absent  marks  on  the  register  make  a  bad  showing.  One  matter 
we  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  parents  is  that  they  are  heedless 
in  the  matter  of  encouraging  their  children  to  be  always  at 
school.  One  of  our  teachers  offered  prizes  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  terms  to  all  scholars  who  should  have  no  absent  or 
tardy  marks  against  their  names,  and  very  good  results  followed. 
We  remember  one  of  our  most  successful  teachers  at  the  Mills 
village  years  ago  took  especial  pains  to  visit  parents  of  absent 
schoTars  and  she  would  thoroughly  investigate  every  case  of  ab- 
sence personally,  and  she  had  a  model  school. 

HEALTH  OF  SCHOLARS. 

Our  schools  have  been  free  from  severe  sickness  for  the  past 
year.  For  the  information  of  all  interested  parties  we  quote 
the  State  law  concerning  contagious  diseases  :  "School  commit- 
tees shall  not  allow  any  pupil  to  attend  the  public  schools  _  while 
any  member  of  the  household  to  which  such  pupil  belongs  is  sick 
of  small  pox,  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever,  or  during  a  period  of 
two  weeks  after  the  death,  recovery  or  removal  of  such  sick 
person." 

SINGING. 

Our  teachers  are  singers,  and,  although  the  study  of  music  is 
not  required,  the  practice  of  singing  every  day  is  encouraged  by 
the  committee.  It  tends  to  give  variety  to  the  exercises  of  the 
school  room,  helps  dispel  dull  care,  relieves  the  action  of  the 
brain,  and  is  a  healthy  exercise. 

SCHOLARS. 

The  whole  number  of  children  in  the  town  on  the  first  day  of 
May  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  was  as  follows :

The  amount  of  money  received  from  the  State  school  fund 
was  much  larger  than  usual.  A  special  act  of  the  Legislature  of 
last  year  authorized  a  distribution  of  surplus  school  fund  money 
among  the  small  towns  of  the  State.  The  probabilities  are  that 
the  amount  for  the  coming  year  will  be  about  half  as  much  as  we 
received  for  the  past  year. 


The  present  number  of  school-rooms  is  sufficient  for  all  the 
scholars  in  town,  if  they  were  conveniently  located.  But  the 
Pike  primary  seems  to  be  crowded  every  term,  although  a  class 
is  advanced  to  the  intermediate  school  every  year.  Some 
scholars  are  continually  leaving  the  advanced  schools,  either  to 
attend  school  out  of  town  or  to  go  to  work,  while  the  primary 
department  is  rather  crowded.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
Pike  school-room  be  enlarged,  and  we  think  under  the  circum- 
stances it  is  very  necessary  that  it  should  be  done.
